One doesn’t have to make 
second try to find out the mean- 
ing of the new tariff bill intro- 
duced at Washington. The signi-' 
ficance of it stands out from the 
schedules in a way that forbids 
doubt, even when one would have} 
it different. As the Harding ad- | 
ministration interprets public | 
opinion south of the border, the 
people of the United States do not 
want to buy Canadian farm pro- 
ducts. The fact hits the reader a 
convincing wallop as he notes the 
first item in the telegraphed sum- 
inary, and a perusal of the subse- 
quent entries only serves to dis- 
pel any lingering hope that the 
figures were a misprint. AN the 
way from wheat to honey, from 
cream to turnips, and from beef 
cattle to maple syrup, the under- 
lying principle is the same. Con- 
gress is asked to shut out Cana- 
dian farm products, practically 
without exception or discrimina- 
tion. 

The Administration bill out- 
Fordneys Foréney. It proposes 
to increase th. rates fixed by that 
famous emergency measure in al- 
most every instance. If it were 
regarded as a taxation measure 
the rates would have to be said 
to be uniformly and consistently 
absurd, for they are high enough 
to defeat the purpose of getting 
revenue. But they are not sup- 
posed to bring in revenue to the 
‘Washington treasury; they are 
supposed to shut Canadian farm 
products out of the country. The 
aim is not to tax imports, but to 
prevent imports; not to impose 
penalties,"but to erect a Chinese 
wall .of custom’s dutics over 
which the produce of Canadian 
farms cannot flow and through 
which there are no gateways. The 
bill is not even ‘‘protective’’ in 
the ordinary sense of the term; it 
is intended to be prohibitive. 
That is the plain meaning of it. 

That is bad news from the 
Canadian standpoint. It will be 
so regarded even by those who 
fought the reciprocity agreement 
ten years ago, and who claim to 
think that Canada should do as 
little business as is economically 
pessible with our neightors to the 
south. Bunt it is a good deal bet- 
ter to face the fact squarely, and 
do it now, than to delude  our- 
selves with the fatuous hopes that 
ihe figures do not mean what they 
say, or that a political breakdown 
ut Washington will prevent the 
Lill getting throagh Congress, 
The latter may happen, but there 
uve no sigus that the Harding Ad- 
ministration is slipping, and it has 
to be assumed tha: it knows and 
represents what the peopie of the 
United States want in the way of 
fiscal legislacon. The only safe 
and seemly thing fcr Canadians to 
do is to take for granted that tie 
bill will become law, perhaps with

The Flood Danger.
